The bill authorizing the call of a con­ 
stitutional convention either to revise 
the present state constitution or draft 
another met with defeat in the senate 
yesterday.

Washington, Feb. IO.—The report of 
the war investigating commission is in 
the hands of the president and the com­ 
mission is dissolved.

recorder, Colonel Davis, met by appoint­ 
ment at the white house late yesterday 
afternoon and were at once shown into 
the cabinet room, where they were re­ 
ceived by the president. 
General Dodge, 
the chairman of the commission, pre­ 
sented the report, and receiving it the 
president congratulated the commission­ 
ers on the completion of their task. 
Seated around the cabinet table the 
members went over their work in a gen ­ 
eral way, and at the request of the pres­ 
ident read portions of their report which 
covered certain points in which he had 
expressed an interest.

lasted about an hour and a half and as

the commissioners were about to leave 
the president stated that he was >atis- 
that each mem ber had done his whole 
duty.

our report before he received it officially; I 
not a single word. 
Nor, indeed, has he 
ever talked with any of the committee 
about it.
